Proposal to dissolve 


{planning and reform 


committees to Senate

The movement to merge the Educa- 


form Commission (EPRC) faced a tem- 
porary crisis when the chairman of EEPC 


and ERC into EPRC by Prof. Don Sturte- 
vant, which was adopted by ERC Dec. 5, 
1969, charged and empowered the new 
committee to ‘‘(1) investigate academic 
and social problems or conditions on the 
campus which may create crisis or dis- 
lecations for action to ameliorate such 
problems. . .(2) to study the relevance 
and usefulness of the structures, prac- 
tiees, and policies of the colleges and to 
make recommendations for changes ... 
(3) to give special attention to the ways 


in which educational opportunity and social 


According to a memorandum from 
Neil Barron, chairman of EEPC, he stated 
his own feelings that the first charge 
could be handled just as well by an ad- 


committee is not likely to overcome their 
deficiencies, but even add to them,’’ and 
that the third charge was the respon- 
sibility of EOP. Barron also stated that 
the ‘‘consistently poor attendance at both 
group meetin: suggests their redundant 


Pat Hurley, chairman of ERC, stated 
that he disagreed with Barron’s con- 
clusions, espectally in regard to EOP, 
He stated that any program which handled 
people’s problems was bound to be 
“touchy,” and thus there should be another 
committee around to investigate to see 
if there are any such problems. 

So far, there has been no action by 
the Academic Senate on whether to merge 
or dissolve both committees.

First step toward a police state 


Editor, The Hornet: 

The fourth amendment to the 
Constitution states: ‘‘The right 
of the people to be secure in their 
persons, houses, papers, and ef- 
fects, against reasonable search- 
es, and seizures, shall not be 
violated, and no warrants shall 
issue but upon probable cause...” 
With these words the founders of 
our nation protected our right to 
privacy. Today that right is in 
danger. The so-called Anti-Crime 
Bill passed by the Senate in 
January, would allow police to 
enter private homes on the basis 
of false information, without prior 
warning. Under the rubric of 
fighting crime the first tentative 
step towards a police state has been 
made. 

Although the Senate chose to 
consider the truly important issues 
involved in the passage of this bill, 
I feel that it would be a tragedy 
for this nation to let unbridied 
police rule come to pass without 
serious debate in Congress. 

Iam convinced that the eroding 
of the freedoms of all citizens is 
not the way to protect the majority 
from the degradations of the 
criminal! minority. 

I believe that it is possibile to 
have both safe streets and the 
right to privacy. Perhaps the 
administration should look towards 
the reform of our prison system 
if it really seeks an answer to 
crime, for our prisons are the 
number one breeders of more 
crime, 

The ultimate question is 
whether we are so afraid that we 
are willing to enslave ourselves 
to the whims of a few police 


officers, and a few police-chosen 
judges. I know we can have an 
effective anti-crime bil! without 
measures suitable only for the 
worst tyrannies, I intend to do all 
in my power to block the passage 
of the ‘‘no-knock’’ amendment 
in the House, and I am asking for 
the support of all citizens in this 
fight.

CSC planners approve 
revisions in master plan 


The committee on campus plan- 
ning, buildings and grounds of the 
California State Colleges Board of 
Trustees unanimously approved 
several revisions in Sacramento 
State College’s master plan. 

Gilbert Vegas of the State Office 
of Architecture and Construction 
said the plan was designed for an 
eventual peak enrollment of 20,000 
fulltime equivalent (FTE) students 
(those enrolled for 15 units of 
credit), almost twiee the present 
FTE enrollment. 

Vegas estimated it would cost 
$95 million, in present day dol- 
lars, to complete the plan by about 
the year 2000. 

Among the principal changes 
from the previously approved 
campus master plan were these: 

1, The axis of future buildings 
is to be common with the axis of 
the existing campus, an alignment 
intended to eliminate the two- 
campus implications of previous 
plans. 

2. The number of proposed 
future buildings has been reduced 
and the sizes of individual bui'd- 
ings increased, though none will 
exceed six stories. 

3.The college union has been 
re-sited east of the new library 
and south of the engineering build- 
ing. 

4. On-campus housing has 
been changed from a high-rise 





to a low-rise concept. The crea 
planned for housing has been in- 
creased from 21 acres to 30acres 
for a planned capacity of 3000 
students. 
5. The campus perimeter road 
(Jordan Way) has been changed 
from a four-lane to a two-lane 
road. Sinclair Road and a portion 
of Jed Smith Road will become 
service roads limited to pedes- 
trian and service vehicle traffic. 
6. Future administration of- 
fices will be provided by remode!- 
ing the existing library rather 
than adding a new building.

Transfer of funds enables 
SSC to admit more students 


Sacramento State College will 
be able to admit an additional 
1000 students next fall. This is 
the result of the action taken by 
the State Department of Finance 
to give the state college adminis- 
trations permission to transfer 
funds within the state college 
system’s budget to accommodate 
an additional 4900 students for the 
next academic year. 

H.E, Brakebill, the executive 
vice chancellor of the system, 
said the college system will get 
no new money. An estimated 
$1.3 million will be made avail- 
able — $800,000 from salary 
savings, from leftover money from 
plant operation, from increased 
application fees and $500,000 from 
the fees paid by the additional stu- 
dents. The State-Department of 
Finance did deny a request by 
college officials for $1.6 million 
in new money to meet the enroll- 
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ment crush,

will go to Sacramento State Col- 
lege:

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Redefining the role of wornen in American society

The expectation that one will 
someday marry does not signifi - 
cantly alter the life style of most 
men. Whether they marry or not, 
they will have to work to support 
themselves. For women, it has 
much greater implications. To 
most women it means she will not 
have to support herself, A» a re- 
sult, her attitude toward job pre- 
paration may be much less serious. 
Too frequently it is looked upon as 
a lark which she will engage in for 
a few years, She expects a salary 
adequate to support herself where - 
as even a bachelor expects a salary 
sufficient to support an entire 
family. 


Too often things do not work out 
this way. The woman ends up work- 
ing anyway. Either she does not 
marry and has to support herself 
for a lifetime, her marriage 
doesn’t last and her child support 
money is insufficient, or her hus- 
band’s income is inadequate to 
meet all the demands that the 
women’s magazines have led her 
to believe are her due. So the 
realization that she must develop 
her mind to its fullest capacities 
comes a little late for many women 
and sometimes doesn't come at all. 
Traditional male-female roles in 
society have prevented her from 
having the same expectations about 
her mental abilities and in some 
cases, her physical abilities. For 
the woman who ‘“‘marries well’”’ her 
accepted role can be a complete 
cop-out. She accepts only tradi- 
tional domestic responsibilities, 
she depends on her husband for her 
identity, she is boring and child- 
like, and then if she should divorce 
she demands alimony! 


For years we have beon reading 


pros and cons on the issue of 
career or marriage and have been 
made to feel guilty over either 
choice, Generally speaking, men 
have no choice at all, They have 
jobs or they are considered un- 
desirable bums or pimps. House- 
wives complain they are exhausted 
from caring for smali childrenand 
bored because they are cut off from 
the excitement of the working 
world, Many men are employedin 
routine monotonous tasks which 
have little significance for them- 
selves or their families, Neither 
the man nor the woman is finding 
any real self-fulfillment through 
simply breeding children and 
bringing home the bacon, They are 
avoiding guilt by doing what society 
expects, at least minimally, Self- 
fulfillment is no longer a luxury 
for the idle rich but is becoming a 
necessity for enriching 4 society 
which seems helibent on destroy- 
ing itself through atomic accident, 
destruction of the natural environ- 
ment, or overpopulation. 


To redefine the role of women 
it follows that we also have to 
redefine the role of men, The 
laws of group dynamics make that 
implicit. Society needs the crea- 
tive thinking of women as well as 
men, For women to do this, there 
must be a shift in her traditional 
responsibilities. And because 
someone has to bear these re- 
sponsibilities, there is also going 
to be a shift in men’s responsi- 
bilities, There is going to have 
to be a new kind of sharing be- 
tween husband and wife and a 
change in attitude on the part ofall 
single adults. 

We must begin right now to give 
women equal legal rights, There 
should be no sex discrimination in 
job hiring. The woman who wants 
to be a truck driver or auto imne- 
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chanic may very well be just as 
capable and as physically strong 
as a man in a similar position. 
While men are thought of as phys- 
ically stronger, it doesn’t follow 
that they invariably are. Some men 
do not have a great deal of physical 
strength. There are probably 
greater physical variations within 
a given sex than there are between 
the two sexes, Women shouldalso 
be judged equa ily when applying for 
financial loans and in buying prop- 
erty. 


Child care provisions for work- 
ing mothers must be greatly en- 
larged and changed. Legal abor- 
tions must be available when con- 
traceptive measures fail or are not 
taken advantage of. This is not to 
say that child-bearing and child- 
rearing cannot be iife’s greatest 
privilege and delight (as well as 
a terrible drudge and an emotional 
drain), It can and should be, but 
it should be more fully shared with 
one’s mate. This, of course, means 
all children should be wanted and 
planned for, Men have been led to 
believe that they don’t have the 
patience, but many already dohave 
it and can provide their children 
with the same warmth and under- 
standing that the mother is sup- 
posed to give — and give all day 
long. We have to make it possible 
for men to feel this is an honor- 
able task; we have to make it 
possible for men to work shorter 
hours so that they have the emo 
tional energy and time necessary to 
participate in child-rearing and we 
have to make it possible for women 
to have equal employment oppor - 
tunities and equal pay. 

Marriage itself must become 
more of a choice and less an 
expectation of everyone, With the 
advent of reliable contraceptives, 
child-bearing becomes more of a 
choice, Tie problem of world 
population demands that we make it 
a very careful choice, When it is 
no longer a duty to help populate 
the world, having a child implies 
much more a decision to fulfill

one’s need to be a parent, Not 
everyone feels this need and not 
everyone is mature enough to do a 
good job of this ata particular 
chronological age. 


A change in law and in tradi- 
tional role expectations would also 
make possible a more stable and 
more nourishing type of marriage. 
lf our society learns to expect 
women to be equal individuals with 
equal earning capacities and legal 
rights, this lessens the pressure 
for men that comes from equating 
financial success with one’s man- 
hood. It will be possible to ex- 
pect and appreciate ‘‘different- 
ness’ in one’s mate, A couple can 
explore more fully the ways in 
which they complement each other 
and decide in what ways their skills 
and abilities enhance the relation- 
ship. We can stop asking our- 
selves if this is a man’s job or a 
woman’ s job and what will it mean 
to our egos if we can’t fill a 
particular role adequately. We can 
decide together which of us prefers 
to do a particular job, which of us 
does it better or draw straws for 
something we both hate. We can 
feel more free to ask each other 
for emotional support and suste- 
nance when we are concerned with 
making each other’s lives more 
meaningful and complete rather 
than fulfilling ego demands brought 
about by sexual-role expectations. 


None of the above is meant to 
imply that we should jeer at those 
who choose to live out a traditional 
role, For some couples this will 
be best. Greater freedom implies 
greater responsibility and for 
many people it will be much sim- 
pler to cling to the traditional 
than to face the complexities of 
free choice. It always seems 
easier to place the blame for one’s 
condition outside of one seif rather 
than take responsibility for it one- 
self. In the women’s liberation 
movement we will be doing just 
this if we stop by blaming either 
men or society for our condition, 
We must be aware that why we fee!

Multiple residues of half truths, popular 
misapprehensions cloud true meaning of WLF 


Some years ago a former editor 
of the Sacramento Union looked me 
straight in the eye and said: “I 
like your copy, and I'd like to use 
you in the newsroom, but. . .” 

‘*But what?’’ 

‘‘But you’re agirl.’’ He giggied, 

The announcement that I was a 
girl was no real news to me, even 
though it did emanate from no less 
an authority than a newspaper 
editor who snickered with every 
fourth word he uttered, I had been 
a girl for as long as I could 
remember, intended to continue 
being one, and the whole pre- 
determined biological affair did not 
strike me as all that much of a 
laughing matter. 

‘‘What’s so funny?’’ I asked, 

He giggled again, then delivered 
the punch line, ‘‘Girls can’t be 


objective because they’re too 
emotional,’’ he said. ‘‘You can’t 


trust a girl, a woman, togetall the 
facts right.’’ He chortled again, 
this time throwing in a bemused 
smirk, all the better to patronize 
me with. Women, he continued, 
were basically sentimental, fluffy, 
frilly, empty -headed ilttle darlings 
who went predictably bananas when 
confronted with the dictates of logic 
and reason and objectivity. They 
were delightful but irresponsible, 
sweet but simple, extravagantly 
emotional and almost totally devoid 
of any intellectual competence at 
all. 

I interrupted the fictitious 
recital, ‘‘Prove it’ 

‘*Prove what?’ 

‘*Prove women are all you say 


they are, Prove it logically,” 
Even then, !ong before Spiro was 


annointed, I was well on my way 
to impudent snobbery. 

Well, to make a factual nar- 
rative shorter but no less factual, 
the giggling editor couldn’t prove 
that women were more emotional 


than intellectual, and couldn’ 
prove, his supposedly superior 


male logic not withstanding, that 
men exercised any natural mono- 
poly on objectivity. His argue- 
ments were so filled with holes 
in fact, that the only reason he 
didn’t tumble straight through one 
of them was his enviable capacity 
to buoy himself up by continued 
laughing imbecility, We debated 
the issue for about half an hour, 
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and during that brief confrontation 
he lost both his patience and his 
sense of humor and I backtalked 
my way out of my first job. End 
an employment interview. End 
of anecdote, 

Heginning of commitment to 
women’s liberation, 

The contention that women are 
more emotional! than intellectual is 
one of the most resolutely 
cherished bits of attitudinal debris 
polluting our cultura! atmosphere. 
It infects the thinking and behavior 
of both sexes by reinforcing the 
antedeluvian notion that itis some- 
how vaguely unmanly to manifest 
emotion and positively unwomanly 
to exhibit clear and uncluttered 
logic. It is a mythological dictum 
which has crept into every social 


institution and is one of the most 
frequently advanced reasons for 
aborting the intellectual potential 
and opportunities of half the human 
race. The man who sanguinely 
informed me that women were 
basically incapable of sustained 
rational conceptualization is the 
same kind of simplistic cretin who 
insists that black are naturally 
shiftless, Jews greedy, Orientals 
sly and cunning, and Italians torn 
between spaghetti, meatballs, and 
the Mafia. He is the same short 
sighted individual who stoutly 
refuses to think his way through 
preblems because it is easier to 
clutch at some ancient lie which 
reaffirms his own bias, and far, 
far easier to make pejorative group 
assessments than individual human 


assessments, He is, finally, one 
of those feverish and pitiful dis- 
ciples of the corrupt. sex- 
race-class ethic, an oid Calvinist 
in a bewtion down collar and a 
vopelessly buttoned down mini- 
brain, 

Examine the glandular reaction 
he mistakes for a thiuking process. 
He insists that women are more 
emotional than men, yet his very 
insistence is a rigid, highiy judg- 
mental, fiercely emotional re- 
sponse to a reasonable and 
legitimate challenge to the 
haliowed old wives tale he ac- 
cepts without reservation, The 
simple question WHY thrusts him 
flat in the face of his own illogic. 
Why are women considered to be

You can, should you 
be so inclined, keep up on the rules 
by reading the current crop of 
womens’ magazines, They'll tell 
you how to: cook what is 
fashionable, make your house look 
like an inhabitable toy, process 
your kids by the recipe of the 
latest popular psychologist, lead 
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a sex life according to plan 3, etc. 
You don t have to dotoo much else, 
Most of the rules are neither dif- 
ficult nor mandatory. 

3. Failing in school or a pro- 
fession outside the home. You 
can always blame the failure on 
the demands of home or husbands, 
The rest of the world, some wil! 
nod approvingly and agree that the 
realities of marriage preclude de- 
grees, careers, committments, 
Except for the brilliant, the 
neglectful, or the kooks, Some are 
realizing women are competent, 
capable, human beings, And that 
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From sexual discrimination 
to autonomous world citizenship

Women must learn to take the 
responsibility of developing them- 
seives, not, take refuge in the child- 
like task of ‘‘keeping house.”’

4, Being labeled a nympho- 
maniac, immoral, loose, a slut, 
an easy make, unladylike, or 
emancipated because you enjoy 
the orgastic pleasures of frolicking 
sexually with your enjoyable, your 
succulent male, Married women 
are rarely so labeled, Men never 
are, They are called a Don Juan, 
a Cassanova, normal, Society is 
beginning to discover that a taste 
for the erotic is inherent in woman- 
hood, Thatit’s notexcessive, That 
it’s not unreal for women todelight 
in the best of male companionship. 
The absurdity of confining the 
total male-female encounter to a 


legal relationship becomes ap- 
parent. Marriage is something 
else. It should have little to do 


with endorsing coitus, 
5. Fostering whispers of 
‘‘something a little queer about 
her, She’s not married, you know,”’ 
Nothing is queer about the single 
woman. Don’t send her to a 
programmed existence, that being 
marriage, by age 23. Singleness 
is not sinful, jis not sodomy. 
Society must realize there are 
alternatives other than @ pro- 
scribed marriage by age 23. 
Women must realize that they 
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beiong to the human race and are 
important as themselves, without 
their existing or potential 
husbands, Marriage is not enough. 
It eleminates women from con- 
tributing to the solution of the 
problems which our world needs 
to have solved, Stop sentencing 
all women to marriage at an early 
age. To be single is not a sin. 
I am a woman, And to be single, 
smart, and sovereign. . .my soul’s 
in that. 

If you fee! insulted when people 
say or imply ‘‘you don’t have 
to worry about anything, you can 
get married’’ perhaps it’s because 
you realize that the comment 
reflects a social structure which 
systematically devalues, demeans, 
and destroys women, It is time 
to call for some changes in the 
repressive system. 


The changes must result in 
women emerging as equal human 
beings. Females must be taught 
to expect a great deal of them- 
selves. Females must know that 
society needs ‘m too to resolve 
its dilemmas of essence and exis- 
tence, of conflict and cooperation, 
of disease and health, of ignorance 


and insight. And society must be 
made to accept women not 
as housewives, not as spouses, but 


as peor le who WOrk, who think, who 
earn, who invent, who make policy, 
who possess, who have power, who 
do 

\ society says: those of 
you with uterus, with ovaries, 
needn’t worry. . .the ones with the 
testicles will determine the 
choices you make, That society 
is castrating itself. It is cutting 
off, excluding, eleminating one of 
its most vital parts, Stop dis- 
abling our society, Let the heads, 
not the gonads determine what one 
does in life. 
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Study of university life begun at UC Misapprehensions .. . 


A complete study of all aspects 
of university student life outside 
the classroom has begun on the 
Davis campus of the University of 
California, 

“This is the first major 
approach to a detailed study of 
the functions for student life under - 
taken in the University,’’ said 
Chancelior James H, Meyer, in 
instigating the study. ‘‘For years, 
student services have been added, 
as needed, to dean of students 
and student affairs offices. It’s 
time to look at all these services 
to see how they meet the needs 
of today’s students and how the 
services relate to the formal edu- 
cational programs."’ 


Of all the changes that occur 
in student attitudes during college 
years, an estimated two thirds of 
of these changes are the result of 
ideas and discussions outside the 
classroom, according to Meyer, 
Vice Chancellor Joseph Lyons, and 
other participants in the proposal, 
The study of student life functions 
should point to ways the students 
can gain the greatest benefit from 
their years in the University. 


A tentative classification of 
functions related to student life has 
been suggested, said Meyer, andit 
covers five main categories: 

(D Educational interface — 
those functions related to both the 
classroom and extracurricular 
areas, such as admissions, 
counseling of various types, 
tutoring, minority group recruiting 
and admissions, and extension of 
academic programs (PROBE — 
Professional and Occupational 
Broadening Experiences — and 
agricultural practices). 

(2) Economic assistance — 
scholarships, loans, student em- 
ployment, 

(3) Environmental quality — 
on- and off-campus housing; 
special housing for fraternities, 
cooperatives, language houses; 
food; transportation; recreation 
and cultural facilities; career em- 
ployment, 

(4) Community health and 
safety — preventive and curative 
mental and physical health care, 
community safety (police and fire), 

(5) Socio-cultural programs 
and services — student or- 
ganizations and clubs, recreation 


Extension credit limited 
toward SSC graduation 


Sacramento State College 
today reminded college students 
that they may enroll for extension 
courses which will be applied 
toward degree programs up to a 
maximum of 24 units of credit, 

Dr, Otto Butz, acting president 
of Sacramento State College, said 
that the extension courses are open 
to all qualified students who need 
not be formally admitted for study 


at SSC. 
The 24-unit limit was recently 
approved by Butz following a 


recommendation from the Sac- 
ramento State College Academic 
Senate. Eighteen was the previous 
maximum number of units that 
could be transferred for permanent 
credit toward a degree at SSC. 

Butz said that the 24-unit 
allowance now meets the maximum 
limit of units allowable under the 
reculations established by the 


Trustees of the California State 
College system. 

Butz urged that students who 
had not been admitted to the col- 
lege because of the shortage of 
available space this spring anc for 
the fall semester should in- 
vestigate the possibility of 
enrolling for extension courses in 
the field in which they hope to ob- 
tain a degree. 

The Extension Division at Sac- 
ramento State Coliege offers a 
variety of courses throughout Sac- 
ramento and the 14-county area 
which is served by SSC innorthern 
California,

The 
chancellor is also seeking support 
of all students and faculty in this 
study and invites their reactions 
and contributions. 

In beginning the study, Meyer 
said, ‘‘A classification of functions 
related to student life should not 
be confused with existing or future 
programs and how they relate to 
present or future organizational 
structure. These will be the sub- 
ject for a second stage of an ex- 
tended series of discussions, 

However, the chancellor pro- 
posed that processes for effecting 
one significant organizational 
change should be undertaken 
shortly if the second stage dis- 
cussions are to be most productive, 

‘Experience and discussions 
with students, faculty, andadmini- 
strators suggest that the re- 
sponsibilities for administration 
of all student life functions should 
rest with one full time person at 
the highest level of campus 
administration. This will mean 
a vice. chancellor combining re- 
sponsibilities now shared by the 
vice chancellor of student affairs 
(a half-time position) and the Dean 
of Students, 

‘In order that the full time vice 
chancellor may lead discussions 
relating to future program and or- 
ganization we should like to fill 
the new position by fall 1970. 

“Understandably, any dis- 
cussion of reorganization brings 
questiuns of changes in programs, 
functions, and personnel, Any 
changes will necessarily take place 
over an extended period, but must 
be based on an extensive study of 
the needs of today’s students. 

*‘Such a major project requires 
input from as many segments of 
the campus community — students, 
faculty and administration— as 
possible. We invite comments and 
sugge stions.”’ 
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predominantly emotional? Why is 
any group, for that matter, com- 
pelled to lug around traits and 
qualities superimposed on it by 
other groups? The answer is 
never far from prejudice, bigotry, 
and a dimwitted reliance upon one 
dimensional thinking. 


A human being who happens to 
be femaie differs in natural 
emotional and intellectual capa- 
cities only from other human 
beings, just as does a4 human being 
who happens to be male. Our 
persona! limitations and abilities 
are determined, not by our 
sexuality, but by heredity and 
the manipulative environmental 
stresses and pressures of our own 
individual lives, Certainly the 
masculine—feminine stereotype 
is one of these abusive pressures 
since it forces many of us into 
social roles which are  in- 
appropriate for us as humans. 
But the stereotype does not create. 
It does not make women less ob- 
jective, it simply forces many of 
them to stifle the expression of 
their objectivity; neither does it 
make men less emotional, it simply 
forces many of them to choke back 
their natural warmth and tender- 
ness. Sexual role playing is 
dangerous game playing because 
it dehumanizes and brutalizes, 
psychologically mutilates both 
women and men, and makes most 
of us behave more absurdly than 
ever nature intended. 


But try to tell all this to some- 
one who wields sconomic power 
over you. Try to get the over- 
lords of society to come to grips 
with your humanity, to look be- 
yond the externals of sex, to plod 
logically through the incredible 


residue of half-truths and popular 
misapprehensions and long re- 
vered shibboleths which contribute 
to your present oppression and 
very real exploitation. Just try 
it. Then, after you have been made 
the recipient of a preposterous 
emotional harrangue against your 
uppity pretensions, gather up your 
intelligence and your flinty, illicit 
objectivity, and bring them into the 
women’s liberation movement, 
where they won’t frighten anybody,
